At 1 o'clock the unfinished business—

ton, 

The estimated cost of the subway wiil 
be determined upon exactly today and the 
plans will be submitted to Mayor Howeil, 
the bridge committee, of which Council- 
man Key is chairman, and railroad offi- 
cals in a few days, during a meeting 
that will probably be held in the office 
of Mayor Howell. : 

The subway is to be constructed par- 
ticulariy for the protection of the hun- 
dreds of school children who are com- 
pelled to cross the railroad tracks every 
day on their way to and from the North 
Boulevard school. It is also a fact, how- 
ever, that a number of men have beer 
killed at the crossing and it is also for 
| the protection of those who have to pass

Knapp Says That He Would Never 
Have Been Accused If His Peo- 
ple Had Not Talked So 
Much—His Sister 
Threatened. 


Hamilton, Ohio, March 3.—While talk- | 
ing about the finding of the body of 
Hannah Goddard today, Knapp confessed 
another criminal assault. Knapp says he 
is the man who, in the summer of 1886, 
assaulted a girl at New Madrid Bend, on 
the Mississippi river, {in Lake county, 
Missouri. He says he was chased by a 
mob bent on lynching and that he held 
a big crowd at bay with a winchester. 
He succeeded in saving his life by flight 
making his way across the river. 

Then he said: 

“What will they do with me?” 

‘Don’t Know. Some say you are crazy,” 
was the reply. 

“Well. I am not crazy. I only get those 
killing spells at times, that’s all.’’ 

Knapp then deliberately told of other 
assaults on women in which he had nar- 
row escapes. - 

Telegrams at noon from New Albany, 
Ind., stated that Police Chief Hummer- 
jing, Charles Goddard, Edward King and 
severai newspaper men who were at 
New Albany would reach Cincinnati this 
afternoon with the body of Hannah God- 
dard and hen proceed to Hamilton. 
Knapp feels pleased over the recovery of 
the body, stating that he is glad it will 
have a decent burial. He also says he 
was desirious of heading the searching 
party. This morning he requested the 
sheriff to get a photographer for him as 
he wants to get a lot of photos to sell 
to the public. He is absolutely indiffer- 
ent as to consequences. 

The body floated 180 miles during the 
six weeks it was in the Miami and Ohio 
rivers, and had not Knapp confessed 
the body might have been disposed of 
without being connected with the Hamil- 
ton tragedy. 

Why Knapp Escaped 

Alfred Knapp, when asked today how 
he escaped in so many cases until he 
choked his wife Hannah, said: 

“That’s what I’d like to know. They 
wouldn't know now if it wasn’t for my 
people telling that they suspected me” 
“It was your getting married so soorp 
after Hannah’s death to Anna Gamble, 
in Indianapolis, that gave you away.”

TARS OF MAINE 


NOT IN MUTINY 


Captain Lentze Makes Report 
in Regard to Alleged 
Trouble on Ship. 


Washington, March 3.—In a detail re- | 
port of the trouble with the crew of the | 
battle ship Maine, while she was at New- | 
port News, Va., Captain Leutze, of that | 


vessel says: 


“While in the dry dock with about six | 
hundred and fifty men on board, with but | 


few petty officers of any experience, we 
had about the usual trouble experience 


with vessels in dock, especially when such | 


dock is situated in a private yard. 

“The principal cause of trouble was the 
situation of the sinks, which were out 
of sight of the ship about one-quarter ot 
a mile away, and behind vessels in pro- 
cees of construction. As many sentries 
as could be spared were posted and a 
master at arms stationed at the sinks. 
The number of men allowed ashore at 
any one time was limited as much 4s 
possible. It was, of course, an easy mat- 
ter for the men to leave the yard or to 


| get liquor. 


“The only disturbance was on Saturday 
about 5:30 p. m., after the dock had been 
partially flooded. On account of the 
heavy wind the ship could not be taken 
out. At the time mentioned, the police 
of this city brought three men for whom 
rewards had been offered to the ship. 
When near the vessel the men turned on 
the policemen and commenced a fight. 
his is the usual play to the “‘gallery’’ of 
ship mates. The men on board com- 
menced to yell and shout at the police- 
men. I went to quarters, but the noise 
had been considerably quieted by the ex- 
ecutive officers and the marine guard 
which had been sent forward to disperse 
the men. The troubie was over in a few 
minutes. 

“While the marine guard was forward, 
the policemen came and asked for as- 
sistance, but before the marines could 
be brought aft, the men in question hav- 
ing lost their audience, came on board 
quietly. 

“There was no further trouble. Sen- 
tries were posted around the ship as a 
matter of protection. 

“We have now eighteen men absent 
without leave, mostly coal passers. One 
of the elghteen is a boatswain’s mate 


second class, who left the ship after we 


came out of the dock. 


“The proper disciplinary measures have 
been taken with the men concerned.”

COMMERCE OF PHILIPPINES. 


Report Issued by the Bureau of In- 
sular Affairs. 


W-ashington, March 3.—The bureau of 
insular affairs of the war department has 
received the complete official 
Philippine commerce for November, 1902, 
the importations ‘for which month, exclu- 
sive gold and silver government sup- 
plies, were valued at approximately $3,000,- 
000, a slight increase. More than half of 
this amount is credited to the purchase 
of food articles, and is due in a great 
measure to crop failures. 

The exports show a trade of Nearly 
$3,500,000, being the largest monthly ex- 
port showing since American occupation 
with the exception of September 
Nearly $2,000,000 worth of hemp was sent 
to the United States. 

During the months ending November 30, 
1902, the total imports were valued at $39,- 
573,872, on which duty to the amount of 
more than $7,000,000 was collected. 

A steady gain is shown in the exports 
for eleven months of 192, as compared 
with the figures for each of the two pre- 
ceding years. The total value of this 
trade during the last calendar year period 
amounted to $25,567,268.

Georgia's clay deposits are rapidly be- | 
coming known as the finest in the world, | 
and their development now is only a mat- | 


ter of a short time. 

As an evidence of the stand the Geor- 
gia clays are taking among those who 
give time and attention to their develop- 
ment and manufacture into china and 


pottery, State Geologist W. 8S. Yeates has 


just received a letter from Clifford & 
Lawton, of New York, publishers of The 
House Furnisher, a review devoted to 
china, glass and pottery, in which they 
state they have called attention in their 
recent issue to Georgia’s magnificent clay 
deposits and expect to do so in subse- 
quent issues. They ask for cuts and ma- 
terial about the Georgia clays which has 
not yet been published for an article to 
be published within the next few weeks, 
showing what Georgia has to offer in the 
way of fine clays, 

Perhaps th@ most important statement 
contained in this letter is to the effect 
that Professor Heinrich Ries, of the chair 
of geology at Cornell university, has writ- 
ten to the publishers of The House Fur- 
nisher that the kaolin deposits of Geor- 
gia surpass the famous French deposits. 
The significance of this may be under- 
stood when it is known that the French 
deposits are those from which the world 
famous Sevres and Haviland china are 
made. Professor Ries is regarded as one 
of the foremost authorities in the world 
on the subject of clays. since he has made 
the study of them practically his life 
work. He has investigated the clays of 
Georgia, both through the published re- 
ports of the state geological department 
and from actual specimens of the clay 
sent him by those who are looking into 
the matter with a view to developing the 


deposits. 


Clay Belt Is Being Worked. 

Gradually interested in working 
up fine clay deposits are finding out the 
value of the Georgia clays, and several 
companies are now being formed for the 
purpose of working them. 

The clay belt of Georgia extends across 
the state from Augusta to Columbus, and 
is something like 19% miles in. width. 
There are fine deposits in the counties 
around Bibb and all through that section 
of the state. 

In 1899 the state geological department 
got out a splendid bulletin relative to 
Georgia clays, and it was this that first 
brought the matter prominently to public 
notice. It was in this bulletin that it was 
shown where the Georgia-clays stand. In 
purity they positively lead all the other 
Clays in the United States. A compari- 
Son was made with a dozen other clays 
from different parts of the country, and 
in almost every quality the Georgia clay 
took the lead. &t is practically free from 
Sand, and, properly hayfied, it is said, 
will turn out a finer grade of china than 
any other clay deposit in the United 
States. . 

The geological department is at work 
now on another bulletin relativve to the 
Clay deposils of the state, and Professor 
Yeates hopes within a short time to be 
able to furnish additional information of 
value. 

The Georgia clay beds ought by all 
means to be developed. From the show- 
ing they have made there is money in 
them.

Another Road for Broxton. 

Broxton, Ga., March 3.—(Special.j—One 
of the biggest sensations in railway cir- 
cles in south Georgia developed several 
days ago when it became known that 
the Brunswick and Birmingham railroad 
had changed its main line by Broxton 
instead of by Douglas at present, which 
Operates the trains of the Atlantic and 
Birmingham railroad from Nichol!s to 
Phillips Crossing ,where the Brunswick 
and Birmingham leaves the Atlantic and 
Birmingham track and branches off for 
Ocilla, This railroad company during the 
past ten days -has been constructing a 
railroad from Nicholls to Broxton, a dis- 
tance of 18 miles, and in that time 13 
miles of rails Rave been laid. The hands 
are now ‘within 5 miles of Broxton put- 
ting down iron. Crosstles are down with- 
in 1 mile of the town. The railroad was 
about to slip into Broxton without the 
citizens of the place Knowing anything 
of the construction. The road is coming 
in from Nicholls over the right of way 
of the Southern Pine Railway and Lum- 
ber Comprmy, which operated a railroad 
near BwWiion until the spring of last 
year, when that company tvok up its iron 
and disposed of the right of way to the 
Brunswick and Birmingham. The hands 
are putting down heavy iron and are 
fixing the road bed in first-class style 
for heavily loaded trains. They are lay- 
ing rails at the rate of 5 miles a week, 
The ecltizens of Broxton are elated over 
the prospect of having the Brunswick 
and Birmingham running through 
town, and the line will connect with the 
main line at Phillips Crossing, about 5 
miles west of this point. It is expected 
that trains will be operated into Broxton 
by March 15 or 20. Broxton will then 
have three railroads with splendid fretght 
rates.
